State Department of Agriculture 
says it has canceled use of 
mercury products for laundries, 
pools and cooling systems 
because of possible mercury 
contamination to water sup- 
plies. 


Department Director Jerry 


Fit.Jer said Wednesday the 
mercury compounds had been 
used by laundries to stop 
mildrew in baby diapers, and 
also were used to control algae 
in pools and industrial cooling 
systems. 


Recent findings of high 


mercury residues in tuna, 
catfish, striped bass and other 
California fish prompted the 
move, Fielder said.

South Vietnamese Forces Join 
Christmas Cease Fire Tonight

SAIGON (AP) — U. S. and 


South Vietnamese forces joined 
the Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese in a Christmas cease- 
fire tonight, and the U. S. 
Command announced the lowest 
weekly death toll in more than 
five years. 


The Americans and South 


Vietnamese suspended offensive 
combat operations throughout 
South Vietnam for 24 hours, 
beginning at 6 p.m., Saigon 
time, of 5 a.m. EST. But 
American bombers continued to 
hit targets in Cambodia and 
Laos, where the truce did not 
apply. 


A Viet Cong cease-fire went 


into effect at l a.m. Saigon time 
today and was to last 72 hours. 
The allied commands reported 
only two enemy attacks in the 


first hours of the Communist 
cease-fire, both against South 
Vietnamese forces. One South 
Vietnamese 
soldier 
was 


reported killed. 


The U. S. Command an- 


nounced that 23 Americans were 
killed in action in Indochina last 
week, the lowest toll since 14 
combat deaths were reported 
Oct. 17-23, 1965. Another 46 
Americans d'<?*l 'sst wppk of 
nonhostile causes, including 
accidents and illness; 160 were 
wounded, the lowest total in six 
weeks, and 1,431 are missing or 
captured, the command said.

spokesman who said they were 
from 
Defense 
Department 


sources. Christmas letters from 
POWs are expected to boost the 
year's final total. 


Blount said there has been "a

Statistics on this were not

“A penny saved, is a penny 
earned,” certainly is a true 
statem ent while shopping for 
food these days. Barbara Smith, 
area 
hom e 
advisor 
with 
Agriculture Extension, says the 
price of potatoes for a family of 
five varied from 5 cents to $1.08 
in a recent price check at a local 
superm arket. 
When potatoes 
were purchased fresh the cost 
was less than a penny per ser­ 


ving; 
but when 
purchased 
frozen, as hash browns, the cost 
was more than 8 cents per 
serving and frozen twice-baked 
potatoes cost more than 21 cents 
per serving.

rem em ber that the labor costs 
for convenience foods can be 
eliminated by the “do it your­ 
self” method of cooking — by 
hashing your own potatoes.

Blount said there has been “a 
vast increase in mail to North

Statistics on this were not 
immediately available because 
much of the outgoing m aterial is 
included in the heavy crush of 
other Christmas mail, a post 
office spokesman said. 
Various groups fearing the 
POWs are not receiving proper 
care have organized m ass 
mailings to North Vietnamés 
officials.

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He Arrived 
In Midst 
O f Trouble

The season's sentiment tends 
to romanticize the event in 
Bethlehem , which Christians 
celebrate this Friday, but 
scholars point out that it ac­ 
tually was charged with 
forebodings of struggle against 
woes that still beset the world. 
Despite the bright star, the 
child Jesus arrived in the midst 
of timeless troubles — poverty, 
family strains, foreign military 
oppression, persecution, racial 
conflict, revolt and inadequate 
housing, Bible experts note. 
Even his birth was in a cave 
used as a stable “because there 
was no place for them in the 
inn.” 
M odern festivities often 
glamorize the event — the 
angelic choir, the cute creches 
of peaceful animals, adoring 
shepherds and kingly Magi with 
perfumed gifts. 
But the scene really was not 
pretty or sweet, its details show. 
The im agery of hope held 
portents of trial. 
Israel’s vassal King Herod, 
put in office by legions of the 
Roman emperor, “was troubled, 
and all Jerusalem with him,” 
says the Gospel of Matthew in its 
graphic, yet omen-laden ac­ 
count of the events. 
When the child was dedicated 
at the Temple in Jerusalem, an 
old scholar, Simeon, told Mary: 
“Behold, this child is set for 
the fall and rising of many in 
Israel and for a sign that is 
spoken against and a sword will 
pierce through your own soul 
also, that thoughts out of many 
hearts may be revealed.” 
At the time, Mary and Joseph 
had given sacrifice of two tur­ 
tledoves, or young pigeons, the 
offering of the poor. They could 
not afford the gift of a lamb, 
which 
well-to-do 
parents 
presented for their children. 
But poverty was not their 
main problem. The diseased, 
m entally 
depraved 
Herod 
sought “ the child to destroy 
him .” Joseph was w arned 
of it in a dream. The child at the 
beginning of His life became a 
condemned refugee. 
And “ wailing and loud 
lamentation” arose as troops 
slaughtered the infants of 
Bethlehem, Matthew reports. 
The family of Jesus went into 
exile in Egypt, to a village north 
of modern Cairo, where they 
spent 
those 
first 
years, 
displaced victims of terror. 
Earlier, the family had en­ 
countered personal stress and 
pain. Joseph, when he had first 
learned of Mary’s pregnancy, 
intended to leave her, but this 
attitude vanished when he was 
informed in a dream of the 
child’s holy paternity. 
“ . . . and His name shall be 
called Em m anuel. . . ‘God with 
us’.” 
When the family sought to 
return from Egypt after Herod’s 
death, violence and repressions 
still wracked Israel, as Herod’s 
m urderous son, A rchelaus, 
grappled for the throne, soon to 
be ousted by Rome, which in­ 
stalled 
its 
own 
m ilitary 
governor. 
Fearing 
to 
return 
to 
Bethlehem, as the family plainly 
liad intended to do, Joseph 
slipped his wife and the child 
around the western coastal edge 
of Israel and northward to the 
rustic province of Galilee. 
There, they made their home 
in Nazareth. But even after the 
rootless, migratory beginnings, 
the raising of the child was not 
without difficulties. The only 
episode related in that early 
period was on a Passover trip to 
Jerusalem, when Jesus, at age 
12, left his family, without 
telling them, to do his own thing. 
For three anxious days and 
nights, they hunted for him 
before finally finding him at the 
Temple talking with religious 
thinkers. 
“Son, why have you treated us 
so?” his mother implored. He 
was not apologetic. 
“Did you not know that I must 
be in My Father’s house?” But 
he returned with them to 
N azareth 
and 
rem ained 
obedient, increasing “in wisdom 
and in stature, and in favor with 
God and man.” 
That’s how it was from the 
start, when on that first 
Christmas the thunder rumbled 
in the midst of the angel song.

On our American calendar the Christmas holiday or “ holy day” follows Thanksgiving Day 
bv onlv a few weeks 
The original Thanksgiving Day comprised three days of joyful feasting with members of the 
Patuxet Indian tribe as guests of the Pilgrims. 
This holy day was set aside not only in deep gratitude to God for the newfound freedom from 
the opression of King James, but also for the proof of God’s care in the Pilgrims’ survival in this 
new land. 
Throughout the Bible are seen numerous instances of people who had enough faith in and 
understanding of God to rely upon Him completely for their personal protection. By virtue of their 
undeviating and unswerving faith, even though beset by seemingly insurmountable cir­ 
cumstances, they went forward — Joseph into Egypt, Moses into the wilderness, the Hebrew 
children into the fiery furnace, Daniel into the lions' den, each to triumph over the material forces 
that would have destroyed them. 
The holy day of Christmas brings assurance that God does indeed dwell with men now and 
throughout all time by reason of His great gift to mankind — the birth of Jesus, the Christ. Jesus’ 
ministrations to all, given so selflessly to all with no thought of a person’s class or place in society, 
was indeed the manifestation of the Christ.

The promise in Isaiah’s prophecy of the coming of the Messiah foretold: “The people that 
walked in darkness have seen a great light: for unto us a child is born, unto us a son is given: and 
the government shall be upon his shoulder: and his name shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
The mighty God, The everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace.” To many of us Christmas is the 
most precious time of the year, not only because of fond memories of past happy Christmases and 
joyful expectations of more pleasant times of giving and of loving, but because this is the special 
time when thought is directed toward the true meaning of the Christ and Christly affection. 
Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder of Christian Science, writes in her book 
entitled “Miscellaneous Writings” : (Page 320) 
“This interesting day, crowned with the history of Truth’s idea, — its earthly advent and 
nativity, — is especially dear to the heart of Christian Scientists; to whom Christ’s appearing in a 
fuller sense is so precious, and fraught with divine benedictions for mankind. “The star that 
looked lovingly down on the manger of our Lord, lends its resplendent light to this hour: the light 
of Truth, to cheer, guide, and bless man as he reaches forth for the infant idea of divine perfection 
dawning upon human imperfection— that calms man’s fears, bears his burdens, beckons him on 
to Truth and Love and the sweet immunity these bring from sin, sickness, and death.’”

Chavez Will Spend 
Christmas At Home 


SALINAS (AP) — Farm labor 


leader Cesar Chavez was free 
today to spend Christmas with 
his family after 20 days in a jail 
cell for contempt of court in 
continuing a nationwide lettuce 
boycott. 


The California Supreme Court 


on Wednesday ordered Chavez 
released 
on 
his 
own 


recognizance pending a hearing 
by the high court on his claim 
that an injunction he was ac- 
cused of violating deprived him 
of constitutional rights. 


The high court's 6-1 ruling also 


allows Chavez and his AFL-CIO 
United 
Farm 
Workers 


Organizing 
Committee 
to 


continue the lettuce boycott until 
the court has held the hearing, 
for which a date is still to be set. 


In a news conference at the 


Monterey County jail steps 
shortly after his release, the 43- 
year-old Chavez, who has a 


chronic back ailment, said he 
felt well, was well treated by 
deputies and was "not bitter at 
all, about his jail term. 


"But no matter how well 


you're treated inside and how 
much support you have outside, 
a jail is still a jail," Chavez said. 


Chavez was jailed Dec. 4 when 


Judge Gordon Campbell of 
Monterey County Superior Court 
found him and his union in 
contempt for failing to obey an 
Oct. 8 injunction. 


The injunction prohibited a 


boycott, picketing 
and in- 


formational activities against 
Bud Antle, Inc., a major lettuce 
producer. 


The Supreme Court said that 


until its hearing of Chavez' 
appeal from Campbell's in- 
junction and an appelate court 
decision upholding it, UFWOC 
could continue boycotting Antle 
and publicizing its labor dispute. 


Moderates, Liberals 
May Win Leadership 
In Next Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


coalition of moderate, liberal 
and younger House Democrats 
is within striking distance of 
electing one of its own to the key 
post of majority leader in the 
next Congress. 


Quietly and out of public view, 


supporters of two candidates 
carrying the liberal banner, 
Reps. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona and James O'Hara of 
Michigan, are working to insure 
they unite behind one of them 
after early balloting narrows the 
field. 


Although the negotiations are 


delicate and could blow up at 
any stage, leaders of the 
coalition feel the prize is within 
their grasp If they win, it will be 
the firs i time. The liberal bloc 
has never had a man in a key 
leadership position. 


There are five announced 


candidates 
for the job of 


majority leader, which will be 
vacated when Carl Albert of 
Oklahoma moves up to replace 
retiring Speaker John W. Mc- 
Cormack. Albert is unnopposed. 


At the moment, Reps. Hale 


Boggs of Louisiana, the No. 3 
man in the leadership as party 
whip, and Udall are regarded as 
the front runners, but either has 
the 128 votes needed if all 255 
Democrats vote in next month's 
caucus. 


Reps. O'Hara, B F. Sisk of 


California "and Wayne L Hayes 
of Ohio are the others officially 
in the race.

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University Professor 
Reports Quality Seed 
High In Germination 


DAVIS — Farmers pay a high 


price for low quality seed. 


"The price may be 'right,' " 


says James F. Harrington, 
University 
of 
California 


professor of vegetable crops 
from Davis, "but it is ridiculous 
to buy seed if even a small part 
of its potential high quality is 
sacrificed to low price. Even a 
one per cent gain in crop yield 
through use of good seed will 
pay for all the seed needed to 
plant a crop." 


Quality seed, he points out, is 


high in germination. It is free of 
seed-borne disease, weed seeds, 
and often is treated against soil- 
borne 
organisms 
It 
is 


genetically pure, so all seeds 
sprout the same kind of plant at 
the same time, and all bear and 
ripen their fruit for harvest 
around the same date. 


Seed cost is about one per cent 


of a crop's total production 
expense so it's no place to cut 
corners.

High In Germination 


DAVIS — F arm ers pay a high 
price for low quality seed. 
“The price m ay be ‘right,’ ” 
sa y s J a m e s F . H arrin g to n , 
U n iv ersity 
of 
C alifo rn ia 
professor of vegetable crops 
from Davis, “ but it is ridiculous 
to buy seed if even a sm all part 
of its potential high quality is 
sacrificed to low price. Even a 
one per cent gain in crop yield 
through use of good seed will 
pay for all the seed needed to 
plant a crop.” 
Quality seed, he points out, is 
high in germ ination. It is free of 
seed-borne disease, weed seeds, 
and often is treated against soil- 
borne 
o rg an ism s. 
It 
is 
genetically pure, so all seeds 
sprout the sam e kind of plant at 
the sam e tim e, and all bear and 
ripen their fruit for harvest 
around the sam e date. 
Seed cost is about one per cent 
of a crop’s total 
production 
expense so it’s no place to cut 
corners.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — State 


Controller Houston I. Flournoy 
lias reported state general fund 
income for a five-month period 
is lagging more than $42 million 
below

estimates. 


"This emphasizes the con- 


tinuing gloomy outlook for state 
finances," 
said Flournoy in 


announcing that cash receipts 
for the five months ending Nov. 
30 totaled $1.604 billion, below all 
income 
of 
$1.647 
billion 


projected last month by the 
finance department. 


The state's general fund ex- 


penses for the first five months 
of fiscal 1970-71 tr'iled $1.875 
billion, $4.9 million higher than 
estimated 
by 
the 
State 


Department of Finance and $210 
million 
higher 
than 
ex- 


penditures for the comparable 
period a year ago. 


Flournoy 
warned 
that 


although cash revenues are $128 
million higher than for one year 
ago, that increase was due 
chiefly to earlier crediting of 
revenues, not a larger volume of 
collection. 


The Flournoy report on cash 


flow continues recent state 
projections of lower revenues. 


Verne Orr, state director of 


finance, announced on Nov. 30 
the state could face a budget 
deficit before the end of the 
current fiscal year. 


Orr and Gov. Reagan at- 


tributed the anticipated drop in 
state income to slumping 
revenues pegged to the national 
economic slowdown and to in- 
creasing welfare and Mcdi-Cal 
costs. 


Intelligence Shift 
Ordered In Military 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


major 
reorganization 
of 


military intelligence has been 
ordered by Defense Secreatry 
Melvin R. Laird following 
charges the Army carried out a 
vast spy operation against 
civilians. 


In a move to tighten civilian 


control over the military, Laird 
directed that command of the 
Defense Intelligence Agency 
(DIA) be removed from the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Pen- 
tagon's ranking military body, 
and placed idrectly under his 
authority. 


"I want to be certain that 


Department of Defense in- 
telligence 
and 
coun- 


terintelligence activities are 
completely consistent with 
constitutional rights, all other 
legal provisions and national 
security needs," he said. "The 
activities must be conducted in a 
manner which recognizes and 
preserves individual human 


rights." 


Laird's orders, to "take effect 


at the earliest date practical" 
but not later than Feb. 1st, were 
spelled out in a memorandum to 
the Joint Chiefs, the civilian 
secretaries of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force and the directors 
of the various defense agencies. 


Although the defense chief did 


not refer directly to disclosures 
last week that Army intelligence 
agents had spied on hundreds of 
civilians, he indicated this was 
one of the determining factors 
for 
his 
action and made 


reference to "abuses." 


Laird told Congress earlier 


this month these activities, 
instituted during the Johnson 
Administration when the Army 
was called on to help quell 
civilian disturbances, have been 
drastically curtailed. 


But the controversy was 


renewed last week by Sen. Sam 
J. Ervin, D-N. C., chairman of 
the Senate subcommittee on 
constitutional 
rights.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia — 


Back in 1890 the British finan- 
cier Cecil Rhodes financed an 
expedition into this area from 
the Cape Province of South 
Africa. These foot-trackers as 
they were called found a fertile 
land, inhabited by some natives, 
wild beasts, and food growing in 
abundance. 


They staked out an area 


covering some 150,000 square 
miles and named it Rhodesia in 
honor of the financier. Later, 
the British African Co. was 
granted a charter for the 
country from the British Crown. 


The country, often called 


"Little Rhodie," is land-locked 
by other countries. But under 
the charter, it flourished — 
carved out farms, plantations, 
cities, built railroads and in- 
dustries. 


It was not a British colony, but 


a chartered country. 
It ad- 


ministered its own government 
with the exception that the 
British Parliament had the right 
of veto over matters affecting 
native Africans within the 
country — a veto it never 
exercised. 


Following World War II and 


the 
so-called 
wave 
of 


nationalism, Britain began 
cutting loose her overseas 
possessions, laying down the 
"white man's burden" spoken of 
by Kipling. 


The 
several 
British 


possessions 
adjacent 
to 


Rhodesia — one of them now 
called Zambia — were given 
independence, but not Rhodesia. 
Zambia is probably the most 
war-like country in all Africa 


today, ruled over by the leftist 
Kaunda. 


Before Britain would grant 


independence to Rhodesia, it 
insisted on majority rule — the 
one man, one vote principle. 
And Rhodesians, many of them 
here for generations, said no. 


So in 1965, Rhodesians held a 


nationwide referendum and 
declared 
unilateral 
in- 


dependence from Britain. There 
lias been controversy raging 
ever since. 


The following year, Britain 


persuaded the United Nations to 
impose trade sanctions against 
Rhodesia. 
The U.S., Canada, 


and other nations, went along — 
agreeing to prohibit their 
businessmen from dealing with 
Rhodesia. 


Harold 
Wilson, 
Prime 


Minister of Britain's Labor 
Government at the time, an- 
nounced to the world he would 
have "Little Rhodie" on her 
knees and suing for peace in less 
than 90 days. 


During his last meeting with 


Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith in 1965, Wilson is reported 
to have stormed out angry, 
saying to Smith, "I'll get you for 
this if it's the last thing I ever 
do." 


Five years have passed, 


British voters have kicked out 
Wilson 
and 
his 
Socialist 


government, and Ian Smith is 
still 
Prime 
Minister 
of 


Rhodesia. 


Since sanctions have been in 


effect against Rhodesia, here is 
what's happening:

Earthquake Warning 
System Predicted 


Middle East Support 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Hoping to encourage opening of 
peace negotiations by Jan. 5 the 
United States has 
indicated 


willingness to assume heavy 
new obligations in the Middle 
East. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers assured Egypt and 
Israel Wednesday that the 
United States would join in 
guaranteeing a peace set- 
tlement in the traditionally 
crisis-wracked area and would 
consider putting U. S. troops in a 
peace-keeping force. 


The kind of active par- 


ticipation in peace keeping 
which could take both political 


and military form would mean a 
new degree of U. S. involvement 
in a foreign trouble spot. 


And it would come while the 


United States is trying to ex- 
tricate itself from 
Southeast 


Asia. 


Rogers outlined the U. S. 


position at a news conference 
Tuesday. 


Officials said, however, that 


the U. S. is in fact deeply in- 
volved in the Middle East 
anyway because of long term 
interests there, commitments it 
has already made to Israel, its 
support for Arab slates like 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia and its 
peace initiative. 


STANFORD (AP) — A team 


of scientists reports it

blacks increased by 3.5 per cent

—In 1969 the gross national 


product jumped 14 per cent, the 
best jump of any year since 1956. 


—For the first time since 


sanctions, Rhodesia's exports 
increased in 1969 by a full 23 per 
cent over 1969 by a full 23 per 
cent over 1968. 


—Thus insulated from 
the 


failing economies of the West, 
Rhodesia has experienced a far 
slower inflation rate than either 
Britain or the U.S. 


—In consumer goods, the 


country 
is 
virtually self- 


sufficient, except perhaps in 
luxury items. 


Both government officials and 


businessmen tell me that while 
sanctions have hurt some, they 
Iiave also had a beneficial effect. 


Hardest hit by the sanctions 


was Rhodesia's tobacco exports, 
60 per cent of which went to 
Britain. 
With 
exports 


drastically cut, employment in 
the tobacco industry dropped — 
hitting hardest the native 
Africans.

Tot Safety Seat Unavailable 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Ford Motor 


Company developed a dramatic 
new child safety seat, one of its 
"better ideas," back in 1967. 
But unhappily, while 1,000 tots 
die and 30,000 are maimed in 
auto disasters each year, the 
seat is virtually unavailable to 
the public. 


The "Tot-Guard" 
was un- 


veiled with breathless publicity 
on Oct. 4,1967. For a change, all 
the glowing claims were true; 
the seat was an extraordinary 
child-saver. 


"Full production is expected 


to be reached by the end of 
November," crowed Ford. 


Now three years have passed. 


Surveys in Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Washington D. C., and 
Washington Stat» — all taken 
within recent months — show 
less than one Ford dealer in six 
stocks and seat. In some cities, 
no dealers at all carry it. The 
nation's capital, where the seat 
is available at four dealers out of 
23, has the best record. 


The surveys have been con- 


ducted by Prof. John Banzhaf's 
law 
students 
at 
George 


Washington University. These 
young consumer crusaders, who 
call 
themselves INFANTS 


(Interested Future Attorneys 
Negotiating for Tot Safety,) 
consulted with my associate Les 
Whitten. He advised them to get 
affidavits, which they have been 
quietly collecting. 


We also made an informal 


survey of our own. Whitten 
checked, for example, with 
Shelton Ford of Bethesada, Md., 
whose reply was 
typical: 


"We've had 12 ordered since 
July, all paid 
for by our 


customers, and three seats 
came." 
FURIOUS AT FORD 


Banzhaf's law students were 


so infuriated by their findings 
that they wrote Henry Ford II, 


On The Right 


threatening Ford Motor Com- 
pany with a lawsuit. __ 


"We see the Tot-Guard's 


apparent 
scarcity 
as un- 


conscionable," wrote INFANTS 
chairman Huali Mullins to the 
Ford chairman. "Of what use . . 
. is a 'Better Idea' unim- 
plemented?" 


She pointed out that "vinyl 


roof covering, louvers and 
racing trim" were readily 
available at Ford dealers, but 
not "this simple, inexpensive, 
life-saving device." In fact, the 
super-powered motors that 
cause infants' deaths get faster 
delivery than do the seats that 
might save small children from 
being hurled against wind- 
shields. 


Ford Motor, in answer to our 


inquiries, state: 
"The sudden 


increase in demand created a 
back-order situation." 
The 


delay for the seats is down to 
"two-three weeks at present," 
contended the company. This 
differs from our findings, which 
indicate a wait of one to four 
months for a safety seat. 


Ford also said a second shift 


has been put to work to handle 
the orders which have climbed 
from 140 to 900 a month. 
Meanwhile, the five-man IN- 
FANTS team will charge Ford 
with illegal "bait and switch" 
tactics unless Henry Ford II can 
ensure faster distribution within 
a month.

Current Mood On Vietnam Hard To Fix 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 


It is hard to take a fix on the 


current mood on Vietnam. True, 
the casualty figures are way 
down from when Mr. Nixon took 
office; still, 70 deaths per week 
is a heavy emotional load on any 
country, even if we are not given 
to statistical notices of it, as the 
population 
figures 
shoot 


exuberantly forward, at one 
thousand times that raie. 


And then we hear qualifiers of 


considerable interest. One of 
them, published in the New York 
Times by an observer (not 
credited by the New York 
Times, it is important to note), 
is very dire. It is to the effect 
that so demoralized are our 
fighting troops in Vietnam, that 
no unit commander can rely on 
any 
of 
his 
subordinates' 


carrying out an order to engage 
the enemy, bay in an ambush, or 
a raid. The story is that in such 
situations, American soldiers 
set out as if to perform their 
duty, and then lie down in the 
nearest arbor, light up a joint, 
and report back in due course 
that the mission was ac- 
complished; or perchance, that 
it was not accomplished, as it 
suits the mood of the unit 
commander. 


The rumor is that it had better 


suit the unit commander so to

arrange events, because if he 
should make the mistake of 
enforcing the orders of his 
superiors, 
he 
might 
be 


"fragged" by one of his own 
men, the word meaning that a 
selected executioner, in the dead 
of night, lifts 
the skirt of the 


offending lieutenant's tent, and 
slides in a hand grenade, neatly 
eliminating said lieutenant, and 
any subsequent temptation from 
his zealous colleagues to enforce 
their soldiers to undertake 
physically dangerous duties. 


I asked Mr. Douglas Pike to 


comment on this charge. He is a 
vastly respected scholar and 
expert on Vietnam, briefly 
visiting in the United States 
after a nine-year tour of duty in 
Vietnam in behalf of the United 
States Information Agency. He 
took the question calmly, which 
was reassuring. I do not suggest 
that he is insensitive to the 
magnitude of major events, 
merely that he is altogether 
professional. Here are 13ie points 
Mr. Pike made, in our brief 
meeting before his return to 
Asia: 


1) When you talk about the 


troops of the United States 
actually fighting in Vietnam, 
you are nowadays talking about 
relatively few people to wit 
about ten per cent of the half- 


million plus forces that were in 
Vietnam at the time Mr. Nixon 
took office, which force he has 
reduced by 200,000 men. 


2) 
The 
overwhelming 


majority 
of 
the 
weekly 


casualties are not technically 
speaking men who have been 
killed on combat missions. They 
have been killed by land mines, 
or booby traps, or by terror- 
bombings. The battles in which 
American troops engage the 
enemy 
in 
regular-forces 


engagement are so few as to 
figure 
almost 
as 
tragic 


reenactrr.ents — bloody period 
pieces. 


3) The perspectives from 


which one analyzes what is 
going on in Vietnam are greatly 
varied, depending on where one 
is situated — not 
merely 


geographically, but taking into 
consideration a whole lot of 
other contexts. For instance, 
there is the "forward slope" 
mentality of the 
front-liner, 


whether the soldier up against 
the enemy at the firing line, or 
the general 
at Saigon who 


reflexes directly bear on the 
tidal ebbs and swells of the 
enemy's activity. There are the 
Sad Americans who, surveying 
the military disappointments of 
the past, make the gloomiest 
prognoses. 


On the other hand there is Mr. 


Pike who reports that since the 
9-man collective leadership is 
divided between those who want 
to wage political war over the 
long haul (the largest force, at 
the moment) and (the second 
largest force), those who want to 
resume direct military action. 
The situation is volatile, and — 
as Mr. Pike dryly puts it — "we 
will know the results from 
reading the obituary notices in 
Hanoi." Said notices will most 
probably result from energetic 
action taken by the winners 
against the losers; but, if they 
delay too long, the Grim Reaper 
will lend a hand, inasmuch as 
the average age of the ruling 
council is 63, and, as Ho Chi 
Minn put it, after he died, he 
would "leave no sons, only 
grandsons." The grandsons are 
eager to enter into the councils 
of power, and who knows, they 
too, presumably, are capable of 
"fragging," as an alternative to 
settling down to transforming 
the action in Vietnam into a 
wholly 
political, 
as 


distinguished from an encounter 
which is one part political and 
one part military, which is what 
it now is, at great cost to young 
Americans. 


And to young North Viet- 


namese. 


But U.S. Employed Can Buy A Lot More

NEW YORK (AP) — We can 


be thankful this Christmas for 
the American economy, the 
imperfect, materialistic, often 
abusive American economy, 
corroded by inflation, riddled 
witli unemployment, pocked 
with 
pollution 
and 
other 


pustules. 


So many defects, in fact, that 


not a minute goes by without the 
allegations 
being 
listed 


somewhere- It sacrifices quality 
for quantity, the environment 
for output, the individual for the 
machine, substance for glitter. 


It permits poor service, 


worthless warranties, shoddy 
limits, wasteful spending, in- 
forior 
workmanship, 
inept 


management, poor housing, 


price 
fixing, 
strikes, 


discrimination, power shor- 
tages, grime and promises 
seldom kept. 


It alienates some groups 


within society who see its goals 
as outdated or meaningless or 
even destructive. It plunges 
ahead on the assumption that if 
it can be done it should be done 
even if the value of doing so 
cannot be shown. 


It defies good management, 


every few years getting se out of 
whack that everyone's dollars 
become diluted with inflation, 
the only cure for which seems to 
be a concerted effort to throw 
people out of work. 


Each year it burns up more 


tax money, causing Americans 
this year 
to hand over to 


government the wages of some 2 
hours and 43 minutes of their 8- 
hour day, which is nine minutes 
more than in 1969 and probably 
less than it will be in 1971. 


The faults are obvious. But 


this is the economy that also 
provides its people with more 
cars, telephones, appliance:!, 
television and radio sets, 
bathrooms, kitchens, calories 
and educational grades than any 
other. 


It is the economy with the 


greatest per capita purchasing 
power and, despite inflation, this 
purchasing power grows almost 
every year. Several years ago 
the 
National 
Chamber of 


Commerce compared the 50- 
year growth tn buying power. 


The manufacturing employe, 


it found, could purchase with 
one hour's earnings: 


Twenty-three pounds of sugar 


compared with 3, nearly 3 
pounds of rib roast compared 
with less than one, more than 3 
pounds of butter against less 
than one, 12 pounds of white 
bread versus 4. and 9.6 quarts of 
fresh milk matched, against 2.9. 


In Karachi, Pakistan, the 


chamber 
noted, a factory 


worker could buy with one 
hour's pay any one of the 
following: one pound of sugar, 
less than a quart of milk, 4 eggs, 
1.3 pounds of bread or about 3 
ounces of butter. 


In Moscow: 2.6 pounds of 


bread, less than a pound of 
sii loiri, 2.1 ijudiu> of miik, Oi 7 
eggs or one pound of sugar. 


Good Government Business Results From Cooperative Purchasing 


It 
is a truism 
that big 


government is big business. It 
also follows that good business 
methods are essential to good 
government. 


California's legislators took a 


sound step in that direction in 
1861 
when 
they approved 


legislation creating the state's 
CooDorative 
Local 
Agency 


Purchasing Program 
in the 


Department of General Ser- 
vices. 


The program made it possible 


for cities, counties, school 
districts 
and 
other 
local 


government agencies to share 
the benefits of cost savings that 
come from mass purchase of 
materials and supplies ranging 


from autos to calculators, typing 
paper to fire engines. 


In the years since its inception 


the program has attracted in- 
creasing numbers of local 
governments 
and 
school 


districts. 
Another substantial benefit 


was enjoyed by local agencies 
through the joint purchase of 


some five million gallons of 
gasoline, at savings ranging 
from 10 to 16 cents a gallon. 


As Monagan pointed out, the 


program last year helped 139 
cities, 43 counties, 108 school 
districts, and 49 special districts 
make a substantial attack on the 
inflationary spiral.

Potential Hazards In The Sea 


"As man goes deeper and 


more frequently into the sea to 
exploit 
its 
commercial 


resources, we want to know 
what diseases he will be exposed 
to," says Dr. Richard C. Hub- 
bard of the Marine Mammal 
Study Center in Fremont. 


This year a greater-than-usual 


mortality is affecting subadult 
male California sea lions in their 
annual migration north, he 
added. More than 170 have been 
found dead or dying near San 
Francisco and some 90 have 
been reported stranded on 
Oregon beaches. 


P a t h o l o g i c a l 
a n d 


microbiological studies by Dr. 
James Fresh of UC-Berkeley's 
Naval Biomedical Research 
Laboratory and by Dr. George 
Migaki of the Armed Forces 
Institute of Pathology have 
indicated that the case is lep- 
tospirosis, a disease caused by 
small spiral organisms infecting 
the blood. 


"Up until this time, lep- 


tospirosis 
has 
only 
been 


detected in land animals," says 
Dr. Neylan A. Vedros, Director 
of the Naval research facility 
associated with UC-Berkeley 
School of Public Health. "The 
organism is excreted through 
urine. Infected rats transferred 
the disease to soldiers living in 
trenches during World War I 
and rats sometimes infect 
human beings living in im- 
proverished areas today. The 
disease is serious but not 
necessarily fatal to man." 


Leptospirosis is also found in 


cattle, swine, sheep, horses and 
dogs, he said. 
It has not 


previously been diagnosed in 
marine animals. 


"Instead of the diagnosis 


being 
the 
end of the 
in- 


vestigation," said Dr. Hubbard, 
"it is just the beginning, because 
it raises many questions. Is this 
leptospira a new species or one 
that is already known? 
How 


contagious is it to man? How 
does it spread from one animal 
to another?"

Intensive 
studies by psychiatrists and 
researchers show that many 


of those who commit violent 
acts do so because they have 
some brain abnormality that 
limits any control over their 
anger. 


Dr. Frank R. Ervin, of the 


Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital in Boston, says, "The 
person with this abnormality 
may go to extremes of behavi- 
or. If another driver annoys 
him in traffic, he may try to 
ram the other car or drive 
him off the road. A minor 
disagreement may cause him 
lo lose control, and he winds 
up beating his wife or chil- 
dren, or fighting at work." 


Until these studies pointed 


to Drain disorders, it was as- 
sumed that uncontrolled vio- 
lent behavior could always be 
traced to poor environment 
and inadequate family back- 
ground. 


Now the attitude is that 


many criminals commit these 
acts because of disorders in 
their brain waves. 


Perhaps such studies may 


one day lead to the control of 
criminal violence.

It is the 
closest that this warring world ever comes to mutual tolerance. So 
it seems, at least, in our own quiet and happy corner of it. 


Perhaps it is our own feelings at this time that makes all the 
world seem more friendly to us. But no matter. Undeniably, the 
world does seem less harsh. Our images of alien and even hostile 
people take on softer outlines. And because it does, the Christmas 
season observance is one to be treasured and to be extended. 


As the years go by, then, let us hope that it will be more and 
more a time for people-to-people communication, a time for 
marking all those things we can all rejoice in and of putting away 
for other days all the things that divide us. It is right that the 
Christmas holiday should be a gay and joyful time. It is right that it 
be the brightest, gayest time of all the year. It is our best approach 
so far to a time of universal peace.

WASHINGTON — Ford Motor 
Company developed a dramatic 
new child safety seat, one of its 
“better ideas,” back in 1967. 
But unhappily, while 1,000 tots 
die and 30,000 are maimed in 
auto disasters each year, the 
seat is virtually unavailable to 
the public. 
The “Tot-Guard” 
was un­ 
veiled with breathless publicity 
on Oct. 4,1967. For a change, all 
the glowing claims were true; 
the seat was an extraordinary 
child-saver. 
“Full production is expected 
to be reached by the end of 
November,” crowed Ford. 
Now three years have passed. 
Surveys in Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Washington D. C., and 
Washington State — all taken 
within recent months — show 
less than one Ford dealer in six 
stocks and seat. In some cities, 
no dealers at all carry it. The 
nation’s capital, where the seat 
is available at four dealers out of 
23, has the best record. 
The surveys have been con­ 
ducted by Prof. John Banzhaf’s 
law 
students 
at 
George 
Washington University. 
These 
young consumer crusaders, who 
call 
them selves 
INFANTS 
(Interested Future Attorneys 
Negotiating for Tot Safety,) 
consulted with my associate Les 
Whitten. He advised them to get 
affidavits, which they have been 
quietly collecting. 
We also made an informal 
survey of our own. Whitten 
checked, for exam ple, with 
Shelton Ford of Bethesada, Md., 
whose 
reply 
was 
typical: 
“We’ve had 12 ordered since 
July, 
all 
paid 
for 
by 
our 
custom ers, and three seats 
came.” 
FURIOUS AT FORD 
Banzhaf’s law students were 
so infuriated by their findings 
that they wrote Henry Ford II, 


threatening Ford Motor Com­ 
pany with a lawsuit. ^ 
“ We see the Tot-Guard’s 
apparent 
scarcity 
as 
un­ 
conscionable,” wrote INFANTS 
chairman Huali Mullins to the 
Ford chairman. “Of what use .. 
. 
is a 
‘Better Idea’ 
unim­ 
plemented?” 
She pointed out that “vinyl 
roof covering, louvers and 
racing trim ’’ were readily 
available at Ford dealers, but 
not “this simple, inexpensive, 
life-saving device.” In fact, the 
super-powered 
motors that 
cause infants’ deaths get faster 
delivery than do the seats that 
might save small children from 
being hurled against wind­ 
shields. 
Ford Motor, in answer to our 
inquiries, state: 
“The sudden 
increase in demand created a 
back-order situation.” 
The 
delay for the seats is down to 
“two-three weeks at present,” 
contended the company. 
This 
differs from our findings, which 
indicate: a wait of one to four 
months for a safety seat. 
Ford also said a second shift 
lias been put to work to handle 
the orders which have climbed 
from 140 to 900 a month. 
Meanwhile, the five-man IN­ 
FANTS team will charge Ford 
with illegal “bait and switch” 
tactics unless Henry Ford II can 
ensure faster distribution within 
a month.

Missiles for Hanoi — Hanoi’s 
rulers, eager to make good their 
threat to shoot down any 
American plane that flies over 
North Vietnam, have begged the 
Soviets for deadly SAM-3 anti­ 
aircraft missiles. 
Russia has 
already supplied Egypt with 
SAM-3 missiles to bolster its 
anti-aircraft defenses against 
Israel.

Volpe, whose health has been 
bad, has spoken to friends about 
resigning from the cabinet. . . . 
President Nixon has given no 
hint to George Romney, the 
Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Developm ent, 
that 
his 
resignation will be requested . . . 
. The President will establish a 
foreign economic 
council 
to 
coordinate foreign economics 
policy, which is now patched 
together by 12 separate cabinet 
committees, 
not 
to 
mention

committees . . . . Liberal House

On The Right 
Current M ood On Vietnam Hard To Fix

It is hard to take a fix on the 
current mood on Vietnam. True, 
the casualty figures are way 
down from when Mr. Nixon took 
office; still, 70 deaths per week 
is a heavy emotional load on any 
country, even if we are not given 
to statistical notices of it, as the 
population 
figures 
shoot 
exuberantly forward, at one 
thousand times that rate. 
And then we hear qualifiers of 
considerable interest. One of 
them, published in the New York 
Times by an observer 
(not 
credited 
by 
the New 
York 
Times, it is important to note), 
is very dire. It is to the effect 
that so demoralized are our 
fighting troops in Vietnam, that 
no unit commander can rely on 
any 
of 
his 
subordinates’ 
carrying out an order to engage 
the enemy, say in an ambush, or 
a raid. The story is that in such 
situations, American soldiers 
set out as if to perform their 
duty, and then lie down in the 
nearest arbor, light up a joint, 
and report back in due course 
that the 
m ission was 
ac­ 
complished; or perchance, that 
it was not accomplished, as it 
suits the mood of the unit 
commander. 
The rumor is that it had better 
suit the unit commander so to

arrange events, because if he 
should make the mistake of 
enforcing the orders of his 
superiors, 
he 
might 
be 
“fragged” by one of his own 
men, the word meaning that a 
selected executioner, in the dead 
of night, lifts 
the skirt of the 
offending lieutenant’s tent, and 
slides in a hand grenade, neatly 
eliminating said lieutenant, and 
any subsequent temptation from 
his zealous colleagues to enforce 
their soldiers to undertake 
physically dangerous duties. 
I asked Mr. Douglas Pike to 
comment on this charge. He is a 
vastly respected scholar and 
expert on Vietnam, briefly 
visiting in the United States 
after a nine-year tour of duty in 
Vietnam in behalf of the United 
States Information Agency. He 
took the question calmly, which 
was reassuring. I do not suggest 
that he is insensitive to the 
magnitude of major events, 
merely that he is altogether 
professional. Here are the points 
Mr. Pike made, in our brief 
meeting before his return to 
Asia: 
1) When you talk about the 
troops of the United States 
actually fighting in Vietnam, 
you are nowadays talking about 
relatively few people to wit 
about ten per cent of the half­ 


million plus forces that were in 
Vietnam at the time Mr. Nixon 
took office, which force he has 
reduced by 200,000 men. 
2) 
The 
overwhelm ing 
m ajority 
of 
the 
weekly 
casualties are not technically 
speaking men who have been 
killed on combat missions. They 
have been killed by land mines, 
or booby traps, or by terror- 
bombings. The battles in which 
American troops engage the 
enem y 
in 
regular-forces 
engagement are so few as to 
figure 
alm ost 
as 
tragic 
reenactments — bloody period 
pieces. 
3) The perspectives from 
which one analyzes what is 
going on in Vietnam are greatly 
varied, depending on where one 
is situated — not 
m erely 
geographically, but taking into 
consideration a whole lot of 
other contexts. For instance, 
there is the “forward slope” 
mentality 
of 
the front-liner, 
whether the soldier up against 
the enemy at the firing line, or 
the 
general 
at Saigon 
who 
reflexes directly bear on the 
tidal ebbs and swells of the 
enemy’s activity. There are the 
Sad Americans who, surveying 
the military disappointments of 
the past, make the gloomiest 
prognoses.

So many defects, in fact, that 
not a minute goes by without the 
allegations

somewhere: It sacrifices quality 
for quantity, the environment 
for output, the individual for the 
machine, substance for glitter. 
It perm its poor 
service, 
worthless warranties, shoddy 
goods, wasteful spending, in­ 
ferior 
workmanship, 
inept 
m anagem ent, poor housing, 


price 
fixing, 
strikes, 
discrim ination, power shor­ 
tages, grim e and prom ises 
seldom kept. 
It alienates some groups 
within society who see its goals 
as outdated or meaningless or 
even destructive. It plunges 
ahead on the assumption that if 
it can be done it should be done 
even if the value of doing so 
cannot be shown. 


It defies good management, 
every few years getting so out of 
whack that everyone’s dollars 
become diluted with inflation, 
the only cure for which seems to 
be a concerted effort to throw 
people out of work. 
Each year it burns up more 
tax money, causing Americans 
this year 
to hand 
over 
to 


government the wages of some 2 
hours and 43 minutes of their 8- 
hour day, which is nine minutes 
more than in 1969 and probably 
less than it will be in 1971. 


The faults are obvious. But 
this is the economy that also 
provides its people with more 
cars, telephones, appliances,

It is the economy with the 
greatest per capita purchasing 
power and, despite inflation, this 
purchasing power grows almost 
every year.

On the other hand there is Mr.

necessarily fatal to man.” 


Leptospirosis is also found in 
cattle, swine, sheep, horses and 
dogs, he said. 
It has not 
previously been diagnosed in 
marine animals.

vestigation,” said Dr. Hubbard, 
“it is just the beginning, because 
it raises many questions. Is this 
leptospira a new species or one 
that is already known?

The story of the National Ski Patrol is an interesting one. In 


case you are not familiar with the patrol, its members are the ones 
who wear that famous rust-colored parka with the large, bright 
gold cross on the back. 


Short on recognition and grossly misunderstood, this group of 


hardy skiers have a genuine interest in mankind, and are a far cry 
from the "glamorous lot" that most skiers envision. The Ski Patrol 
day is a long one, the accidents sometimes very serirus, respon- 
sibility great. Their time, in most instances, giver, voluntarily. 
Indeed "glamor" is not synonymous with the National Ski Patrol 
system. 


Where did it all start? The concept was born in Vermont on Jan. 


2,1936 when C. Monot Dole, a young insurance broker, fractured a 
leg and lay alone in pain while a friend, Frank Edson, went for help. 


Edson returned and with a makeshift toboggan made out of 


corrugated tin and pulled Dole to safety. For months thereafter, 
Dole pondered the dilemma that so little organized help was 
available, to deal with accidents on the slopes. 


It was soon after Dole's accident that his friend, Edson, was 


killed in a ski race after a high-speed collision with a tree; 
solicitous people had tried to walk him and a broken rib had punc- 
tured a lung. 


The accident spurred Dole to action. After months of studies 


and planning, Dole and friends, all members of the New York 
Amateur Ski rlv'">. were ready for the National Downhill and 
Slalom Race to be held at Stowe, Vermont in March of 1938. 


They scavenged the countryside for toboggans, blankets and 


bandages, got hospitals to supply ambulances, enlisted the free 
services of physicians, and rounded up everyone they could find 
who knew anything about first aid. 


By race time, everything was set. During the races, whenever 


a man fell he quickly found himself surrounded by capable help. 
The word spread and the National System grew quickly. By 1939 
there were 89 patrols formed and by 1941 there were 4,000 member 
patrolmen. 


Ski Patrol membership is not easily won. The candidate must 


first of all prove himself to be an expert skier. He must earn both 
the standard and the advanced first aid card of the American Red 
Cross. An individual first serves as a trainee with another ac- 
complished patrolman. 


Then he must pass a gruelling eight-hour, on-the-skis 


demonstration which includes compass and map work, first aid 
techniques, and toboggan-handling. He must readily climb a 
mountainside and then, without pausing, make a long nonstop 
descent in full control. 


A large percentage do not pass the first time they attempt the 


test, as it is rigorous, and the standards of performance are high. 


What drives these men on? It's simple, they love to ski — it's 


their whole world. Being a patrolman affords them the opportunity 
to free use of the lifts and unlimited skiing. But more important, 
these individuals get great satisfaction out of serving and helping 
those in need. 


It all sounds a little "idealistic," but then again no one really 


understands until one of the red coats is standing over them, and 
then a sudden flood of appreciative emotion quickly clears things 
up. 


All roads are clear and open, reported officials of the area this

For months thereafter, 
Dole pondered the dilemma that so little organized help was 
available, to deal with accidents on the slopes. 
It was soon after Dole’s accident that his friend, Edson, was 
killed in a ski race after a high-speed collision with a tree; 
solicitous people had tried to walk him and a broken rib had punc­ 
tured a lung. 
The accident spurred Dole to action. After months of studies 
and planning, Dole and friends, all members of the New York 
Amateur Ski Club, were ready for the National Downhill and 
Slalom Race to be held at Stowe, Vermont in March of 1938. 
They scavenged the countryside for toboggans, blankets and 
bandages, got hospitals to supply ambulances, enlisted the free 
services of physicians, and rounded up everyone they could find 
who knew anything about first aid. 
By race time, everything was set. During the races, whenever 
a man fell he quickly found himself surrounded by capable help. 
The word spread and the National System grew quickly. By 1939 
there were 89 patrols formed and by 1941 there were 4,000 member 
patrolmen. 
Ski Patrol membership is not easily won. The candidate must 
first of all prove himself to be an expert skier. He must earn both 
the standard and the advanced first aid card of the American Red 
Cross. An individual first serves as a trainee with another ac­ 
complished patrolman. 
Then he m ust pass a gruelling eight-hour, on-the-skis 
demonstration which includes compass and map work, first aid 
techniques, and toboggan-handling. He must readily climb a 
mountainside and then, without pausing, make a long nonstop 
descent in full control. 
A large percentage do not pass the first time they attem pt the 
test, as it is rigorous, and the standards of performance are high. 
Whai drives these men on? It’s simple, they love to ski — it’s 
their whole world. Being a patrolm an affords them the opportunity 
to free use of the lifts and unlimited skiing. But more important, 
these individuáis get great satisfaction out of serving and helping 
those in need. 
It all sounds a little “ idealistic,” but then again no one really 
understands until one of the red coats is standing over them, and 
then a sudden flood of appreciative emotion quickly clears things 
up.
